Tiiere are two liiinis of soiijK'i/. pow- 
der recognized by tiie trade, ' full weight' 
ami ■ regular.' The ' full weight ' seems to 
be the exoeptioD and not the rule. Spirits 
of eamplior contained an an average -5 per 
eent of watll*, 15 per cent, of which wa« 
clear profit. Eaacuce of vanilla used fbr let 
cream, oake, etc., did not contain any va- i 
nilla. but was made frum tonr|ua beans, a | 
poison oil;' f iitisiaiiee. Glycerine was found 
ad:iltei alo'l willi 'Jo j^er c-><nl. of water. Al- 
cohol ooiii aineil Iroiii lo 'JO per cent, ot 
water. (Hive oil. it u US' louml. had never 
seen an olive, in I'l -i was iiotiiing Imt coi- 
ton-teed oil. Lainliiniiii wm couiuioiily 
not over one-half ^tn iigili. the adulicrunte 
being aluuhol and water. Sweet spirita u( 
altr* was anytlilug but aweet, it wax 
■trongly aeid, and unfi. for use. Arrow- 
root waa found to be largely adulterated 
with corn-starob, in fhct some specimens 
contained nothing else. Lime water, every 
iin] ortant me lirino !or the suiiiincr com- 
jilaiiii.i of children, wai found to l>e very 
weak ; this was the result of ciirelcssnes-' 
either in making or in its not hiinj^ pmp- 
perly preserred. Quinine is usu- 
ally quite poor, but in several in- 
stances oinehonidiue is used in its place. 
Thia subotitution ia the more inexcusable, 
aa quinine is at present very cheap, and 
■old at the preeent rate, aiforda a profit of 
tnm four to aU hundred per eent Bay 
rum is oommonly Mdt from oil of bay, one 
ounce of which makea two gallons of the 
article 8(dd in the shops. An inferior arti- 
cle of .\iMericau noap is sold for iiii|i<)rled 
casiile »oa|i. A great luajoi ily of tlie soda- 
water syrups osainiiied have been louml to 
consist of syrup, flavored w itti artiticini 
easences. These essences are mado from 
varioua ethers, and if used to any great 
•stent are polaonoua. Tliey are mostly col- 
ored with an'Une, and soap bark is added 
to OMke Uieni foam. The least injurious is 
••MmPMrllln syrup," which Is flavored 
with wlntergree- , and colored with burned 
augar, but it contains no sarsaparilla. The 
C'^sencc fur tlavuring pineapple If Blade 
from decayed chee.^e."

in oil. It la a blind pool, composed origi- 
nally of New York, Pittsburg, and Chicago 
c!i;''.tal. to whicli has since been adde 1 
ai,ot .11 r coiMliitiat ion known as the ''Pipe 
Liue ^ylMlicate.' Win KiiMle. I'lesidcnt 
of tlie l^■lltl^ylvania I'.au'Kot I'ltlslmrg, is 
at the head ol the couiliiiiatiiui. and all or- 
ders to buy or ^ell are issued liy hitu. the 
other iiieuibers of tiie ["ol having no voice 
in the matter. ltidd!e acted in the same 
capacity for i coniMiniion coin])o8ed of 
RusseU'Sage and others itui fall and turn- 
ed over to the syndicate a net profit of 
$H,600,000 the latter part of Kovombcr. 
The present pool Is supposed to hold eertfi- 
cates lor li).(»o<),OOU barrcla of o|l BOW and 
intends buying '2,000,000 barrels more, 
while the I'ipe Line comhinatiiiii agreed tO 
buy ti.iiiil(.(MM> or H.CitO.IIO" liarrel.s. The 
Union Oil t'oiiipany |ind t!io Foie.si City tJil 
Coini'any are also supposed to be in this 
latter combination. If these combinaiions 
succeed in getting this amount of oil they 
will have all the oil above ground and over 
two-thirds of what is represoBted by out- 
standing ocrtifivates. It is stated on pretty 
good authority that thw have Boarly .the 
amount now, and that the price they have 
fixed f ir unloading is Sl.oO per barreL 

.)u--t w ho this high-]>riced oil is lo be un- 
loadi il on is not stale. I. It is generally 
iindei -I'Hi'l thai a |jii>:e nuiiilier of traders 
and si eculatiiis are i ii the sl..>rt side, and 
they arc proluibly expecU'd to bear part of 
the load. The eyndii-atu ha-^ loane.l out 
certiticalcs for several million barrels, to 
enable the shorts to make their deliveries, 
and the calling in of this loaned oil is ex- 
pected to create a great boom. Many expect 
this action to be taken soon, pouibly next 
week, while othere think it will not be taken 
for some time. No one knows positively 
except Mr. Riddle, and he is not likely to 
advertise the date much in a lvanco. The 
great element of iloiiht reinaining is the 
!<tHinlurd (»il Con,], any jiaper. Tliis or- 
gaiiizalion has deen a constant seller 
on the market since j.rices 
crossed the dollar line. ISefore 
the late boom began it was 
reputed to hold 15,000 of the 'Jo,000 1,000- 
certifioatas issued by the United Pipe Line.

P4HAMA, June 18.— The revolution In Ec- 
uador has not yet tcruiiuRted. The rebels 
surround (^uaya,|uil, and by feints and 
light attacks keep Veinlimilla and his 
troops on the cuntinual move. Several 
skirmishes have taken place, but the num- 
ber of lives lost has fortunately been small. 
Veintiniilla believes bis enemies Isss dan- 
gorous in the ranka than in the etreeta and[ 
makes them all shoulder a rifle. Deaertion 
followe, and the contagion epreads m) rap- 
idly that amall bodice of men are never 
sent out to feel the lines. Alfaro and 
Sarnsti are grndually tightening around 
the city. All stores are closed 
at nightiall, and many sleep in 
the consulates, while those in the e.xpone,l 
parts take refuge in tho houses of trieirls 
they think are more happily situate, I. 
Foreigners Lave placed placards on their 
houses declaring their ownership by neu- 
trals, who are not afraid of the revolt- 
tionlete. but IHt the government troopa 
may break looee and eommenoe to plunder. 
ProvlalonB are ecarce and dear. 

Some ehota have been exchanged, and 
Alfaro's men made a pretended attack on 
the tow 11 oil the "J^lil lilt. Firing comiiieiLce 1 
about one a. in., and was kept ii|> iiiiiil 
aluiost three o'clock. The rille mi'l 
machine gun tire was well sustained 
and suno si-xly cannon shots were 
fired. Some small shells fell in the 
city, but did no harm. Veintiniilla de- 
pends on the heights to assist his defence, 
but the rebel guns outrange him, and the 
rebel hope ta •noceed in gradually driving 
his men down to the level. The revolu- 
tionists are doing their utmost to avoid any 
conflict which may expose the city, whil e 
the Dictator's ohjoct is evidently so lo com- 
prouiiso niatters as to insure the destruc- 
tion of the town, while merchants and 
working people arc unainimons in wishing 
him uell oat of pouer. The land wire 
which Connects Guaya<}uil with the calile 
on the coast has been interrn[itcd by the 
rebels, and consequently nothing wlil be 
heard from that port Until IM captore has 
been efl'ected.

All the railroads in the 
Western aud Central Miasouri, ex- 
cepting the Missouri Paclfio, are badiv 
washed and trains are generally abandonea. 
It looks as though serious trouble, not only 
to railroads, but to all river towns and bot- 
toni land I'arms, ie to result funii the present 
or ihiealened condition of the rivers.
